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Introduction. 


HE  art  of  water-colour  painting,  that  is,  painting 
with  colours  specially  prepared  to  be  used  with 
water  as  a  liquefying  medium,  was  first  practised 
about  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century,  when 
the  works  produced  by  that  method  were  executed  wdth  very 
few  colours,  and  are  generally  spoken  of  as  "  stained 
drawings,"  Indian  ink  being  the  basis,  with  a  few  tints  for 
the  local  colouring  washed  over  the  various  parts. 

Examples  of  that  period  are  included  in  this  collection. 
This  branch  of  pictorial  art,  as  followed  at  the  end  of 
the  eigliteenth  century,  was  topographic  rather  than 
artistic.  Its  nature  and  quality  will  be  understood  by 
examining  the  drawing  by  Wm.  Payne,  No.  49,  executed 
probably  about  1796,  which  is  topographic  in  character. 
If  we,  at  the  same  time,  compare  with  this  example  the 
drawing  No.  35,  by  Nicholas  Pocock,  executed  in  1790,  and 
that  by  Wm.  Alexander,  No.  45,  painted  about  1794,  we 
shall  have  a  fair  idea  of  water-colour  drawing  as  it  stood 
just  before  the  great  movement  that  was  to  raise  it  to  a 
National  Art. 

A  great  num.ber  of  the  vv'ifi'ks  of  the  eighteenth  century 
are  little  better  than  coloured  prints,  and  their  mode  of 
execution  is  of  a  similar  kind  ;  the  printing  press  in  one 
case  supplying  the  black  and  v/hite  ground  which  (in  the 
other  case)  the  artist  had  to  prepare.  In  both  cases 
colour-tinting  was  afterwards  applied. 

The  object  with  this  historical  series  is  to  illustrate  the 
labours  of  our  own  countrymen  who  have  founded  a  new- 
art,  and  to  treasure  up  the  incontestable  proofs  of  its  origin 
and  progress. 

Besides  the  series  lent  from  South  Kensington,  the 
works  by  Nicholas  Pocock,  a  Bristolian  (born  in  1741,  died 
1821),  and  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Society  of 
Painters  in  Water-Colours,  should  be  noted. 

The   method    mentioned   above  prevailed   with  slight 
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variations  until  about  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  when  a  group  of  young  men,  J.  M.  W.  Turner 
Thomas  Girtin,  John  Variey,  David  Cox,  Peter  de  Wint, 
J.  B.  Pyne,  David  Roberts,  W.  J.  Miiller,  and  others, 
broke  away  from  the  traditions  of  the  past  and  estabhshed 
a  movement  v/hich,  by  the  process  of  evolution,  has  raised 
the  practice  of  painting  in  water-colours  in  England  to  a 
distinctly  National  Art,  excelled  by  no  other  nation. 

Gradually  these  '-stained  drawings"  (as  they  were  at 
first  rightly  called)  began  to  take  rank  as  water  -  colour 
"paintings."  Water-colour  painting,  as  thus  practised,  has 
a  great  brilliancy,  arising  from  the  transparency  of  the 
colours  and  the  pure  white  ground  of  the  paper  beneath 
them.    This  constitutes  much  of  its  peculiar  excellence. 

The  first  exhibition  of  the  Society  of  Painters  in 
Water-Colours  took  place  in  1805.  The  Society  v,as  in- 
corporated under  Royal  Charter  in  1881. 

The  advance  of  water-colour  painting  after  the  foundation 
of  the  new  Society  was  rapid  and  continuoua,.and  improve- 
ments in  execution  were  very  marked.  The  mode  of  taking 
out  lights,  for  instance,  from  the  masses  of  local  colour  by 
means  of  bread  is  undoubtedly  due  to  Turner. 

Washing,  in  order  to  obtain  a  granulated  surface,  practised 
so  largely  by  Robson  and  others ;  stippling,  carried  to  excess 
by  the  cattle  painter  Hills,  but  of  great  value  when  applied 
with  discretion ;  and  many  other  varied  technical  processes 
were  introduced  within  a  few  years  after  the  foundation  of 
the  new  Society. 

The  art  of  water-colour  painting  within  the  last  half 
century  has  advanced  still  further,  and  has  sought  new 
means  of  effect.  A  partial  union  has  taken  place  of  the 
transparent  and  the  opaque  methods,  the  use  of  body 
colours  having  been  resorted  to  in  many  cases  in  order  to 
give  crispness  and  solidity,  sometimes,  it  may  be  feared, 
vv'ith  a  loss  of  that  brilliancy  which  is  so  admirable  a  quality 
of  the  orginal  art.

instruction  from  Gravelot,  the  engraver,  and 
F.  Hay  man ;  commienced  landscape  and  portrait 
painting.  He  returned  to  Sudbury  about  1745, 
and  married  Margaret  Burr  ;  settled  at  Ipswach  ; 
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removed  to  Bath  1760  ;  came  back  to  London  in 
1774,  lived  in  the  west  wing  of  Schomberg 
House  (now  part  of  the  War  Office),  Pall  Mall ;

He  became  a  student  of  the  Royal  Academy  in 
1789  ;  was  elected  an  Associate  in  1799  and"  an 
Academician  in  1802.
